Court cf Appeals in the controversy between the Southern Pacific 
Company and the Western Pacific Railroad Company over the right 
of the latter to occupy any part of the submerged land lying imme- 
idiately north of the training wal of the harbor entrance, is one 
jof the most important affecting the interests of Oakland rendered in 
| a great many ye^rs. 


It is a complete reversal of the dec'S'on of United States Cir- 


cuit Judge W. W. Morrow which restrained the Western Pacific1 


and its auxiliary, the American Dredging Co-npany, from proceed- 
ing with the filling m of the submerged land between the bulkhead 


I1i:__ establ>shed by the United States engineers and the western 
"jshore line of the-etty for 1000 feet of the weter frontage, to reach 


Heie are .three men upon whom Harry Thaw depends to clear him from the charge of mur-',which the City Council had previously granted the Western Pa- 


cific a franchise, in accordance with the authority verted in it bjr 
the charter. 


Judge Morrow had sustained the contention of the Southern 


Pacific Company through its ownership of the land lying along tbt 
Oakland water front between high and ordinary low water marie 
acquired through the Carpentier grant, it was entitled to all of the 
land lying between the ordinary low tide line of 1852 and "ship 
channel" which was subsequently created by natural causes or which 
might be produced by artificial methods. The decision of the Ap- 
pellate Judges—Gilbert, Ross and Wolverton—brushes this com- 
pletely aside, and places the ownership of the land underlying the 
waters of the bay, westward of the ordinary low tide line of 1852, 
absolutely and inalienably m the State. 


It apparently upsets, also, the Oakland Water Front Com- 


pany's title to the so-called water front lands acquired through the 
State Supreme Court's decision, which limited the external boun- 
dary of the area of that corporation's holdings to ordinary low water 
mark, as it represents that the Carpentier thirty-seven year lease- 
hold has long since lapsed, and that the land in question now be- 
longs to the city of Oakland, which has the exclusive right to grant 
franchises to railroads through it to reach the State lands and the 
navigable waters of the bay beyond. 


Every point made by the Western Pacific Railroad Company 


in its defense of the occupation of the territory north of the north 
training wall is sustained in- the decision. 
The latter is, moreover, 


very far-reaching in its effect upon the old water front contention, 
for the repudiation by the court of the "forever" clause m the so- 
called perpetual lease granted by the town of Oakland in 1862 to 
Horace W. Carpentier, seems to reopen the whole of that contro- 
versy.

It is apparent that Harry Thaw depends upon his frail little wife to turn the tide for him. It 


will be her wrongs if there are any, which are to impress the jury. Thaw believes he \\ill show 
that any man placed in the circumstances w'icrc he found himself must have lost his mental bal- 
ance, and acted as he did. Upon the effect of her story, baring the whole of her past lift, the 
prisoner's fate in large measure rests, though the picture of his white-haired, elderly mother .taking 
the witness stand to save him from a felon's death is expected to have weight with the jury as 
only a man with a venerable mother can appreciate. Upon the statement of Gleason, Thaw's in- 
sanity began to be apparent three or four years ago. He met Evelyn Xesbit in 1901, as it is to be 
inferred that his mental disorders had their beginning subsequent to the meeting of the two young 
people, and the attachment Thaw formed for the girl. In this way the defense hopes to build up 
the theory that Thaw lost mental poise through worry over the wrongs he felt his wife had suffered 
at the hands of another. The attempt will be made to prove that Thaw's insanitj 
was due to 


heredity as well as stress, so serious was his disease, that he believed that he was called upon by 
Providence to commit an act which in a man of sound mind might be termed murder.

It seems a thought- 
fill provision of nature in a country 
where fuel is scarce thus to assist the 
women Jolt. Every Saturday morning 
the women of Reykjavik go down to 
the steaming stream with bundles of 
plothos on their heads and they wash 
in common like the women of Switz- 
erland or rural Prance.

Unearthing Mineral Land Frauds. 


A special im estigation conducted by an inspector of the In- 


terior Department into the manner in which certain mineral lands 
have been acquired in this State has brought to 
light what 
is 


branded as a system of gigantic frauds, extending from Siskiyou to 
Death Valley. The Federal government seems to have been con- 
vinced that frauds were being committed, for orders were issued 
through the Interior Department some weeks ago that no more 
patents to land be granted until the Federal agents had made an 
inspection and filed their reports. This order has been the means 
of suspending all applications for patents within the area of the 
mineral belt of this State, no matter whether made for mineral 
land without any attempt at concealing its character or for sections 
of the public domain under any other designation as to the character 
of the land. 


Some complaint is being made by those legitimately interested 


in mining and who have, through the regular processes of the mineral 
land laws, acquired possession of mineral land, because the order 
hangs up their applications for patents as well as those made for 
agricultural land under the homestead law. The frauds are said to 
have been committed boldly under the homestead law. Land good 
for nothing, save the mineral it contains, has been homesteaded as 
agricultural land, with the deliberate intent of acquiring a patent 
to it, and then mining it. la some cases, indeed, it has been proved 
that the sham agricultural homesteaders have not waited for their 
agricultural land patents before starting their mining operations. 


It is said that there arc some in high places \\lio are implicated 


in these frauds and have expected to profit immensely by them. 
That would not be at all surprising. The government net spread in 
the timber land fraud cases enveloped some very distinguished citi- 
zens whom a jury of their peers denounced as nothing but common 
land thieves and very ordinary forms of clay. The legitimate miner 
who has honest applications before the Interior Department for 
patents to mineral land honestly pre-empted and worked has noth- 
ing to fear from the go\ eminent investigation of these land frauds 
It is manifestly to his interest and to the interests of all engaged in 
the mining industry that these frauds should be rooted out, ai cl 
they can well afford to suffer temporary inconvenience and delay in 
the consideration of their own applications in order that the course 
of justice may not be blocked. 


According to the latest reports from the banks of the lower 


Colorado river, the course of that erratic stream is about to be 
brought under human control again and forced to follow its old 
bed into the Gulf of California. The engineers directing the work 
of repairing the broken bank of the stream, through which- it has 
been discharging its waters for months into the Salton basin, hope 
to close the gap today. When this is accomplished the rich Im- 
perial valley country, which has been threatened with inundation 
by the break, will be secured, temporarily at least, against that mis- 
fortune. 
But the Colorado is such an erratic stream and its banks 


are so insecure and its natural bed is so much higher than the 
Salton basin and the Imperial valley, that 
permanent 
security 


against the menace of inundation will not have been obtained until 
the southern bank of the stream is thoroughly protccte'd by suitable 
leveeing and Jts waters brought under permanent co itrol by the 
government irrigation works. 


Lumber from Oregon and Puget Sound is being sold in Los 


Angeles $5 per thousand feet cheaper than the prices demanded in 
Sari Francisco and Oakland. Why is this? The cinch is not only 
put on builders in this section, but a gross discrimination is being 
practiced in favor of Los Angeles. What have the lumber dealers 
to say about it? Indeed, we are informed that Pacific Coast lumber 
can be bought in Australia for less than the prices prevailing in 
San Francisco. 


The suggestion that Fresno county is the only thing left for 


the Legislature to divide is unkind and uncalled for.

sions of the opinion of the Chief Jus- 
tice concurred in by two other mem- 
bers of the court ard supported by the 
Associate Justices especially concur- 
ring render it clear that the majof)fy 
of the court meant to say that the 
granted lands w ere tide lands or shore 
lands and no other lands 
This Is borne out by other expres- 
sions of the Chief Justice in the opin- 
ion 
He refers to the title under the

CONCUR IN OPINION. 


The opinion of the Chief Justice was 


concurred in without modification or 
reserve bv the others of the members 
of the court 
Mr Justice McFarland 


filed a brief concurring opinion in 
which he said "I concur in the judg- 
ment of reversa' and in the conclusion 
reached in the opinion of the Chief 
Justice that the grant involved in this 
case and the land claimed by the 
Water Front Company is limited by 
the line of low tide on the~westerly 
side and on the estuary, and with 
respect to all other boundaries, by the 
lines designated In said opinion 
In 
that view the case at bar is not within 
the Chicago case and with respect to 
the general power of the State to dis- 
pose of other lands lying under nav- 
igable waters within her borders I 
express no opinion " Justice Garoutte 
also concurred and said "The grant 


the smallest limits possible. The State 
should have the benefit of all doubt- 
ful constructions In the matter ot de- 
scription, and for this reason the west- 
erly line of the grant should be es- 
tablished at the point of low tide. In 
this respect I agree with the conclu- 
sion of the Chief Justice "The views

DECISION OF 


SUPREME COURT 


OF THIS STATE 


We have here then the decision of 


the Supreme Court of California, de- 
liberately expressed in carefully chosen 
phrase, that "ship channel," as the 
term is used in defining the boun- 
daries of the town, is ordinary low- 
water mark, that the boundary follows 
Ihe line of low tide along the south 
shore of San Antonio creek, by the low 
tide of the bay on the headland south 
of the mouth of the creek thence across 
the navigable water of the estuary to 
the low-tide headland on the north 
thereof, and thence northeasterly by

AS TO TITLE. 


Under this state of facts it becomes 


unnecessary to enter Into a discussion 
of the nature or extent of the appel- 
lant's rights. The question here is one 
of the nature of the appellee's rights, 
since it must prevail, If at all, on the' 
strength of its own title. Sec. -1006 of 
the Civil Code of California provides: 
"Occupancy for any period confers title 
sufficient against all except the state, 
and those who have title by prescrip- 
tion, accession, transfer, will or suc- 
cession." 
The charter of the city of

erished daughter, Mr. Clemens sum- 
marily refused to take any active part. 


The humorist said today: 
"If the use of my nams as a patron 


of the benefit which Miss Robson Is to 
give for the daughter of Bret Harte la 
of any value to those-lnterested In the 
matter, they are welcome to It. 
Fur- 


ther than this I will not go. It has 
been my habit this winter to decline 
to participate in anything of the kind, 
unless I have felt it to be a most 
urgent duty. I do not feel that it is 
io this case. 


"I was never an intimate friend of 


the Harte family,, and have not been 
thrown into contact -with any of them 
for thirty years. 


"Perhaps, if Bret Harte's daughter In 


her present plight were a, single woman 
I might feel it more of a duty to ajd 
her further, but as the case stands I 
do not. I will not attend thf benefit 
perforraapce or occupy a box, as it has 
been stated."

AN ALCOHOLIC RED FACE. 


Among the questions that "I-want- 


to-know" people ask is one about the 
effects of alcohol. Why, they say, does 
the habitual use of alcoholic llauorsj 
make a man's face red? Alcohol, taken 
internally, stimulates the action of the 
heart, and consequently the circulation 
of the blood. This stimulated action of 
the blood shows more plainly on the 
face than on any other part of the body, 
because the nerve-system and the blood 
vessels of the face are peculiarly sensi- 
tive. But alcohol also has a para- 
lyzing effect on the nerves and the 
blood vessels, and Its habitual use gets 
those of the face into such a condition 
that they no longer perform their 
proper functions. That is to say, they i 
receive blood from the heart, but do 
not send it back again, as they do When 
they are In a normal state of health, 
the result being that the face acquires 
a chronic condition of redness.
